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BRITAIN AND REPARATIONS. 
LORD CURZON'S STATEMENT. 


STAMLITY OF VHE ENTESTE, 


Lord Curzon, in an important pronounce 
ment which he made upon foreign policy in 


[the House of Lords on April 20th conveyed 


the: impression that he saw dawn breaking 
upon the darkened European situation. 

“Eeannot help thinking,” he suid,** that 
if Germany were to make an oller of her 
willingness, and intention, to pay, and’. to 
have the payments fixed by authorities pro- 
perly charged with the duty, and if she were 
at the same time to offer specific guarantecs 
for continucd pay ments, an ad vance mignt be 
made.” France, he observed, had more than 
once intimated bor willingness to accept such 
an overture, whether made to her alone (in 
which cuso she would undertake to: com, 
municate it at once to her Allies), or if 
snadv to her in combination with her Allies, 
“Et is to the general interest,” said Lord 
Curzon, “that such an overture should be 
male. We must come to it. sooner or liter, 
and, in any judgment, tho sooner: tho 
better.” That, he taformed their lordships, 
was the substance of the advice he had 
consistently given to ths German Govern: 
ment, and’ he added that of the geucral 
wiscdun: of it he had no reason tu duubt. 

The stutement (says Zhe Zimes) nade an 
impression, especially ,when Lord Grey alsu 
discerned symptoms, if not of drawing 
together av any rate of a willingness te 
discuss the terins ‘of a futard settlement. 
Lord Carzon answered. his erities by detining 
the Government policy, which, Le said, Was 
fundamentally based upon the Entente as 
one solid and stable factor in a world of flux. 
Ae a been and would euntane to be, 
the underlying principle of our pdlicy, whe- 
ther it ea a the Past or if the West. 
Only upon that foundation were we likely 
to build nu new and stable structure, whe- 
ther it was in the Ruhr- or at Lausanne. 
Consistently with this the Government had 
observed, and as long as thoy had the con 
fidence of the country thoy would endeavour 
to observe, an attitude of watchful oud 
friendly neutrality, “We havonever given 
and shall not give,” he continued, “the small- 
est encouragement to Germany to evade her 
liabilities. On the cohtrary, we hold that 
they ought to be met, and that Germany to 
the limits of ber cupacity should pay. We 
have not receded from the proposals put for 
wand by the Prime Minister in Jnnuury.” He 
did not by that iyean’to say, the proposals 
were stereoty ped or imu table in detail, and 
that ve were not prepared, as, of course, we 
were, to resume discussions upon the point, 

DENT# AND REPARATIONS. _ 

As to French security, we were also willing 
at any suitable time in the future to dis- 
cuss plans“or proposals, but ho added the 
warning, “these cannot bo earried out by 
the dismemberment of Germany or by set- 
ting wp a new and ruuaoing sure in the 
heart of Europe. Lf guarantees are tobe 

iven they should Le of a reciprocal kind.” 

Ford Carzon made'it plain that the attitnile 
of Britain on the subject of reparation h 
not changed, “We have pot abandoned, und 
shall not abandon,” he suid “our own claims.” 
| Then ther was, the question of the 
Foreign debts to Great Britain. We had 
already made an offer that was almust 
profuse in its generosity. We regarded. the 
problen 4s an international problein 
which could only be decided ‘by united 
action and not by isolated agrevinent be- 
tween any two Powers. or wny. amall groups, 
Ho indicated that ay soon us a move was 
made (and he reminded the House that he 
thought it. might Le made) Brituin’s help 
would be forthcoming to both parties.

Qur neutrality bad, in fact, a very 
positive aspect, and one which at any 
moment imight Le called into more overt 
existonce. | ‘The policy of avoiding mis- 
takes and waiting for the right moment to 
intervene was not negative policy. [b'was 
one which might 1.0t only be tactically wise 
for the moment, but might tarn out in the 
long run to- he ws policy’ of tho highest 
statesmanship. He referred to the sugges- 
tion made by Gertaany to provide for the, 
security of France, “byt pointed out that 
this suggestion had no immediate relevance 
to the present situation. 

Lord Urey dissociated himself from any 
attack upon the Government for not having 
intervened, What use would intervention 


have been in a situation so acuto?].
